Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative requested the After-Final interview to 
discuss the difference between the cited art and the claimed invention specially the recitation of "providing a first data 
file, comprised of at least one first data file file name as well as a first data file hash value for each file referred to by 
each of said first data file file name". The Examiner pointed to Sowa column 5, lines 50-57 wherein the argued 
limitation Is disclosed, the applicant argued that the instant application perfonns hashing on the file content itself and 
not on the name of the file as stated in Sowa. The Examiner disagreed stating that perfomning hashing on the file 
content itself is not clearly disclosed in the claimed recitation and thus maintains the rejection. The Applicant's 
representative will be filing a response to the office. 
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
